Th* secrecy with which the 
senate surrounded ite vote en 
the eonfirmation of Secretary of 
Interior West before the United 
Press obtained the eomplete roll 
call Tuesday was criticised in a 
statement by Sen. George W. Nor* 
ria, Republican of Nebraska. 
N orris’ 
statem ent followed de* 
bate In the senate during which 
Senators 
Dill, 
Democrat, 
W ash­ 
ington, Heflin, Democrat, Alabama, 
and others joined in humorous dis­ 
cussion of the senate’s seldom ob­ 
served secrecy rule. 
In a five page statem ent review­ 
ing the history of the contest over 
W est’s nomination, Norris argued 
the senate should transact such 
business in 
open 
session. 
The 
secrecy, he said, was “contrary to 
the underlying principles of free 
government.” 
'“Public business should be tran s­ 
acted in public.” he said. 
"Any 
other course, if followed to its 
logical conclusion, means the u lti­ 
mate overthrow of every democracy 
In the world. 
No democratic gov­ 
ernm ent can continue to endure 
lf its public business is transacted 
behind closed doors. 
"Is there any reason, in justice 
or morals, why the final judgment 
of the senate as disclosed by the 
roll call, should not be given aa 
full and complete publicity as the 
vat* upon any other question com­ 
ing before it?” 
During the open debate Dill an ­ 
nounced to the senate the United 
Press had obtained the roll call 
and its members had published the 
names of senators voting for and 
against West. 
He did not read 
the dispatch, but he noted that it 
showed him voting against W est. 
He said he could not openly con­ 
firm the statem ent w ithout violat­ 
ing rules of the senate. 
He men­ 
tioned the rule threatening expul­ 
sion for senators divulging execu­ 
tive business. 
The mention of th© rule brought 
a, suggestion from Senator Bruce. 
Democrat, Maryland, the senate go 
into executive session and ask each 
senator if he was the guilty per­ 
son in this instance.

feting gale when the last search 
light from the America swept from 
It as the trium phant rescue vessel 
turned about to race for New York. 
W hile Capt. Fried, w ith his 464 
passengers and the 32 lives snatched 
from death were hurrying on to 
land, the American tanker Danne- 
dalke, reported sinking IOO miles 
farther off the Virginia capes Tues 
day, had effected tem porary repairs 
and was limping into port in the 
Bermudas under her own power. 
The F etish freighter, Teesbridge, 
with a crew of SO men. was given 
up for lost 300 miles east of Race, 
after ships which had sped to her 
rescue in response to S. O. S. sum ­ 
monses failed to find any trace of 
her. 
The President Garfield, of the 
Dollar Line, reported from the L it­ 
tle Bahama Shoals, was en route 
to Nassau to pick up the passen­ 
ger# which the Pan America had 
rescued Sunday and continue the 
around the world cruise. 
The rescue of the Florida’s crew 
last night takes its place along 
side the moat heroic bits of sea­ 
manship in maritime annals. A fac­ 
tor which enhanced its dram atic 
value was Jh a t it occurred on the 
ntght of the third anniversary of an 
alm ost 
equally heroic 
rescue by 
Capt. 
Fried of the 
crew of 
the 
freighter Antinoe under almost sim ­ 
ilar circumstances 
in 
the North 
Seas. Fried was then in charge of 
the United States liner President 
Roosevelt, now in the New York- 
H avana service of the W ard lines. 
Those who remember the abash­ 
ed demeanor of the daughty m aster 
when he was acclaimed by foreign 
governments as well as his own for 
that feat, accomplished at the cost 
of the lives of two of his own men 
and five of his life boats, consid­ 
ered characteristic his brief radio 
message last night giving credit to 
his chief mate. 
This was his cryptic and dram a­ 
tic radio message to the offices of 
the United States line here: 
“Rescued full crew of Florida. 32 
men. Chief Officer H arry Manning 
in charge. Full cold westerly gale. 
Life boat loat. Proceeding to New 
York. Full details later.”

‘Blue* Atlantic and ‘Black* 
Pacific Forces Nearing 
Scene of 'Battle*

ALBOA, Panama Canal Zone, 
Jan. 
24.—(UP) — Two 
great 
fleets approached each other in 
the Pacific today to do battle for 
supremacy of the 
Panama 
canal. 
They wars th# "blue” Atlantic fleet 
and the "black” Pacific.fleet. 
The highest naval strategy was 
being displayed by both forces, but 
sympathy lay with 
the 
Inferior 
force—the blues, defending the canal 
with but 75 ships to the black’s 99. 
The famous cruise of the Oregon 
around the Horn during the Spanish 
American war was recalled today 
by the rush of the scout cfuiser De­ 
troit of Boston to Join the blues. 
The Detroit steamed a t nearly 80 
knots an hour to make the canal In 
89 hours—approximately 2100 miles, 
and then sped through the locks to 
head southward on the left scout­ 
ing line of the defense ships. 
The 
quick contact of the Detroit demon­ 
strated the strategic value of the 
canal when she Joined her fleet in 
four days after 
leaving 
Boston, 
where it took the Oregon weeks to 
Join the Cuban besieging fleet from 
the Pacific in 1898. 
Well out beyond the Gulf of P a ­ 
nama, the blue fleet sought the 
black. Ranging far in advance were 
the 
scouting 
ships—destroyers, 
scout cruisers and submarines. 
During the daylight hours, planes 
swept aloft to hang in the hot skies 
seeking a glimpse of enemy scouts 
and first battle contact. 
Unless the black fleet eludes the 
blue scouts, contact should be made 
by tomorrow afternoon.

Addicts Among Convicts in 
Prison Work In Kitchen 
and Dining Room

E ATTLE,

narcotie 
ring 
within 
McNeil 
Island f e d e r a l 
penitentiary 
functions like an "old, well-estab­ 
lished firm,” the Seattle Star said 
today in the first of a series of 
articles dealing with an investiga­ 
tion of the prison new being con­ 
ducted by department of justice 
agents. 
The 
present investigation 
was 
described as the moat sweeping of 
any previously attempted In an ef­ 
fort to restroy the ring. which was 
said not only to supply convict 
addicts with narcotics, but to ob­ 
tain new recruit# for distributors. 
If a convict had money outside 
the prison, the newspaper story 
said, he could obtain any amount 
of “dope” desired. 
Most of the addicts among the 
convicts work in the kitchen and 
dining rooms, It was said. 
One 
explanation of the supposed segre­ 
gation was th at the work there is 
light and the addicts ore usually 
not robust. 
Another explanation 
which authorities were said to be 
investigating is that the addicts 
manage to become segregated for 
their own convenience. 
A leader handles all negotiations 
for purchase of narcotics, accord­ 
ing to the Star. 
The new convict 
who seeks to obtain drugs Is told 
to write a letter to some one “out­ 
side” to deliver the money to an 
agent for the ring. 
The letter is smuggled out of 
the prison and taken to Tacoma, 
th# money is turned over ta the 
agent, and the convict within the 
walls receives a regular supply of 
“dope.” 
The leader. It was charged, deals 
with guards and other prison em ­ 
ployes and handles all business af­ 
fair# for the ring.

President-Elect Leaves for 
Three Day Fishing Trip 
To Forget Business

IAMI BEACH, Fla., Jan. 24.— 
—(U P)—President-elect Hoov­ 
er conferred today with anoth­ 
er prominent figure on tho growing 
"unofficial cabinet" list—Dwight W. 
Morrow, 
ambassador 
to 
Mexico. 
Soon afterward tho president-elect 
loft en a three-day fighting trip to 
forget cabinet, prohibition, farm re­ 
lief and ether political matters. 
Morrow’s friends are boosting him 
for secretary of state and are ac­ 
tive In his behalf. Today's confer­ 
ence may prove 
significant 
and 
again it may not. Morrow was about 
the first person mentioned for sec­ 
retary of state after the election. 
His stock was high for a time but 
recently It has undergone a slump. 
He came prominently back into the 
picture today. 
H is friends point to his qualifica­ 
tions. He entered the national po­ 
litical arena during the early part 
of the Coolidge administration. He 
is a friend of Coolidge and was a 
class mate of the president at Am­ 
herst. He has been one of the pres­ 
ident’s close advisers. 
Morrow served on the air 
craft 
board which Investigated the avia­ 
tion situation after the charges of 
inefficiency by 
former 
Brigadier 
General “Billy” Mitchell and 
won 
general commendation. Coolidge a p ­ 
pointed him ambassador to Mexico, 
during a period when relations were 
strained, and his conduct of affairs 
these has brought cordial relations 
and approval in ail quarters. Demo­ 
crats Joined heartily with Republi­ 
cans In confirming his nomination 
for thnt post. 
As a member of the House of 
Morgan he has an intimate know l­ 
edge of international finance. 
Morrow’s visit is the second in 
two days to arouse cabinet specu­ 
lation. Stuart W. Cramer, of C har­ 
lotte. N. C.. prominent textile m an­ 
ufacturer and one of the southern 
Hoover leaders, who conferred 
at 
Penney home yesterday, has been 
mentioned for secretary of the navy 
in cabinet gossip. 
He said he had not talked about 
the cabinet, but he brought from 
his conference some highly interest­ 
ing information which shed light on 
Hoover's 
ideas - about 
why 
he 
"broke” the solid south and his in­ 
tention to capitalize that break. 
"He was really interested in the 
controlling forces of the election.’’ 
Cramer said. “He wanted to know 
th# probable result in North C ar­ 
olina deducting religion, prohibition 
and Tammany. 
"I told bim I thought he was de­ 
ducting too much.” 
Hoover is expected to follow this 
general line of inquiry with other 
callers from the south.

RIVERSIDE,

(U P)—Gordon 
Stewart Northcott, 
accused murderer, must continue 
to direct the fight for life he is 
making in Riverside county court. 
Superior 
Judge George 
Freeman 
ruled today. 
The bench 
declined 
to permit 
Northcott to reinstate attorneys he 
discharged a week ago so that 
he could personally take control 
of the cross-examination of w it­ 
nesses who said he killed Lewis 
and Nelson Winslow and an un­ 
identified Mexican. 
Judge 
Freem an 
said, 
however, 
that Attorney David Sokol could 
sit at counsel table in an advisory 
capacity to Northcott. 


E HIGHWAY commission and 
the state director 
of 
public 
works wilt strenuously oppose 
adoption at this session of tho 
state legislature bilia adding roads 
to the primary and secondary sys­ 
tem was very definitely intimated 
in addresses at today's meeting of 
tho Lions club by Commiesionor* 
J. P. Baumgartner of Santa Ana, 
Senator M. B. H arris of Froono 
and Fred 3. Moody of San F ran­ 
cisco, and Stat# Director of Public 
Works B. B. Meeks. 
The speakers stressed the point 
th a t there are 3000 miles In the 
6500 miles I nth# original system 
that have not been improved, and 
that increase i nth© mileage should 
not be attempted until the entire 
system has been completed. 
Senator H arris was particularly 
emphatic in his declaration that an 
obligation rests upon the commis­ 
sion to complete a system for which 
bonds were voted years ago, and 
which rem ains incomplete because 
commissions have not had funds 
with which to do the work. 
He 
pointed out that at the tim e of the 
original state bond issue $6000 was 
considered as the average cont per 
mile for building highways, while 
today the average cost is between 
$30,000 and $40,000 a mile, with 
costs, in some instances running as 
high as $200,000 a mile, the bottle 
neck road from San Francisco to 
San Jose being instanced as a Job 
costing the latter am ount. 
Baumgartner 
pointed 
out 
that 
the present commission is the only 
one that has been provided with 
funds that were a t all adequate 
for 
execution 
of 
state 
highway 
building In a continuous manner. 
He made reference to an income of 
$30,000,000 a year for road opera­ 
tions. and commented that through 
the gas tax the public was con­ 
tributing 
the 
funds 
w ithout 
a 
squawk — a 
system 
of 
raising 
money that was referred 
to as 
“painless extraction.” 
“When we get fairly started on 
construction of roads on the re ­ 
maining unimproved roads in the 
original system we will be in posi­ 
tion to give consideration to in­ 
clusion of other highways tn the 
state systems, and particularly to 
m ake adjustm ents that will more 
nearly equalize the mileage in the 
north and south sections of the 
state,” Baum gartner said, in re­ 
ferring to the fact that northern 
California 
has 
1700 
miles 
and 
Southern California 500 miles in 
the secondary system. 
“Should there be an attem pt to 
force through road bils introduced 
in the legislature and should such 
bills be adopted, the program of 
the state and highway commission 
would be seriously thrown out of 
tune 
in 
its 
budget 
program.” 
Meeks declared. 
He rem arked that 
even should the bills be put over. 
money would not be available for 
immediate 
improvement.

The second day of the confer­ 
ence on parental 
education, 
now 
being held In Anaheim high school 
under Dr. Gertrude Laws, opened 
yesterday with a discussion of the 
relative merits of subjective or ob­ 
jective data as a sound basis for 
conclusions in the 
problems 
of 
child behavior. 
Dr. Laws defined subjective data. 
as a body of observations gathered 
from the opinions of Individuals 
and based on feelings and emotions 
which cannot be checked or veri­ 
fied by others, w ith a consequent 
loss of scientific value. 
Objective 
data, on the other hand, is gath ­ 
ered from school tests, both m en­ 
tal and psychological, and includes 
the physical condition of the child 
as well. 
This forms the only re­ 
liable source from which parents 
may draw wise conclusions in a t­ 
tempting child guidance. 
Parents 
are 
unduly 
exercised 
over 
the 
use 
of 
“intelligence 
tests,” according to Dr. Laws, for 
after all these tests are merely a 
measure of the ability of an indi­ 
vidual to recognize relationships 
between abstract facts, inanimate 
objects, and the 
social 
relation­ 
ships between people.” 
This abil­ 
ity to recognize relationships may 
be greatly increased by the proper 
guidance, which after all is the 
chief purpose of intelligence tests, 
rather than to establish an actual 
measure of thought content,” de­ 
clared the speaker. 
Urges Records Be Kept 
She further urged th at full rec­ 


ords be kept for every 
child, 
In 
which should be noted all physical 
handicaps of poor posture, defective 
vision or hearing, and kindred Ills, 
since In such a 
record 
may 
be 
found the explanation of such be­ 
havior phases as “stubbornness” 
or "psychological 
deafness” 
(in 
which the child hears only that 
which he desires to hear.) 
Simi­ 
larly a record of Illness or disease 
suffered by the child may explain 
the complete change in personality 
which so often bewilders a parent 
Mental attitudes set up 
by 
the 
nervous shock occasioned by ac­ 
cidents, or the social humiliation 
caused by scars or mutilation, fu r­ 
nish many 
impediments 
in 
the 
growth of child life. 
Dr. Laws feels th at 
the 
three 
great social 
institutions 
of 
the 
home, 
church 
and 
school, 
are 
charged with the responsibility of 
securing for every child the kind 
of a life in which he m ay be able 
to experience some measure of suc­ 
cess. 
The recognition of individ­ 
ual differences in every child Is 
the most im portant thing for par­ 
ents to learn, in attem pting to aid 
his child in securing success. 
It 
is not so im portant to learn the 
child’s "IQ” (intelligence quotient) 
as it is to learn the things he 
can do well or ill. 


T oys Have Bearing 
“Im aginative experiences of chil­ 
dren m ust not be blocked off or 
suppressed, if they are to develop 
personalities of their own,” stated 
the speaker. 
‘'Imagination which 
Is checked from coming into actual 
expression accounts for the habit 
of day dreaming developed by ao 
many children. 
Even the kind of 
toys given to children bears a re­ 
lationship to 
their 
development. 
Toys which give added power or 
strength 
to 
their 
own 
physical 
powers, tend to expand their per­ 
sonality through the sensory sa t­ 
isfaction which all growing or­ 
ganisms need.”

PERSONS BY NEW INVENTION 
BASED UP0N_RAD10 PRINCIPLE 


AUSTIN, Tex., Jan. 24.—Radio is helping students of 
the Texas School for the Deaf to hear. The tactiphone, in­ 
vented by Dr. J. H. McDonald, has been installed in the school 
with such success that officials of the school believe the whole 
system of teaching the deaf will be revolutionized within the 
next two or three years. Dr. McDonald’s invention, yet in its 
earliest stage of development, has already proven practical. 
It la an application of th® theory' 
of bone conduction of sound. 
It 
detours sound wave by th® ear 
direct to the auditory nerve. 
A. P. Buchanan, superintendent 
and one of the leading Texas au­ 
thorities on sound and deafness, 
plans 
to 
equip 
every 
classroom 
with it. 
Teaching will then be by 
the auditory system, rather than 
by the oral system of lip interpre­ 
tation now in vogue. 
Uses Radio Outfit 
The tactiphone itself is not an 
imposing looking instrum ent 
It is 
sim ilar to a radio—-in fact it uses 
radio equipment in putting over 
its objective. 
A 
microphone or 
phonograph la attached to an am ­ 
plifying set and sound in conduct­ 
ed to specially devised receivers 
over wires. 
The receivers are placed on the 
mastoid 
bones 
behind 
the ears. 
Broadcasting from the microphone 
creates 
sound 
waves which 
are 
conducted over th# wires. 
A vibration 
term inates in the 
receiver and is set up in the m as­ 
toid bone. 
The bone conducts the 
wave direct to the sound center 
in the brain, and the subject hears 
without use of the ear drum or 
nerves ordinarily ued in detect­ 
ing sound. 
Persons 
deaf from birth hear 
through 
bone 
conduction, 
it 
is 
said. 
Deaf persons usually lose 
the power of speech because they 
do 
not 
know 
w hat 
the human 
voice sounds like. 
Use of the tac­ 
tiphone will create this im pres­ 
sion, and persons ordinarily deaf 
and dumb will hear through the 
tactiphone and subsequently learn 
to speak because they hear. Thus 
this invention is expected to kill 
two birds with one stone. 
Most 8tud#nts Helped 
Tests carried on in the Texas 
school prove the practicability of 
the 
invention. 
Of 
IOO 
students 
tested on the tactiphone, SS ac­ 
tually heard distinctly. 
Ultim ate plans of Dr. McDon­ 
ald are to equip every school for 
deaf in the United States with the 
tactiphone. 
He 
plans 
an 
early 
trip to W ashington, where he will 
dem onstrate his Invention to the 
health service of the United Staten 
government. 
A type of th e tactiphone for 
commercial use Is being planned. 
In the final form, the tactiphone 
will be practically Invisible. 
The 
sending set with tiny batteries will 
be carried by the deaf person In 
pockets of hts coat. W ire will lead 
to a set of glasses worn by the 
subject. 
The 
tiny 
receivers of 
sound will be In the extreme ends 
of the ear hooks of ths glasses 
which norm ally come in contact 
with the mastoid bones. 
The deaf person will pick up 
the sound In the microphone car­ 
ried In a vest pocket. Sound will 
be conveyed over the wire to the 
receivers and conducted over the 
mastoid bons to the auditory cen­ 
ter.

NEW YORK, Jan. 24.—Bill Klem 
will be on hand again this spring 
as an umpire in 
the National 
league. 
Klem "resigned'' last fall for all 
time. He gave only the most vague 
reasons for his decision but de­ 
clared he never would return to 
the game. 
Inasmuch 
as 
he neglected 
to 
convey this "resignation" to P res­ 
ident John Heydler or other offi­ 
cials of thd^ older circuit, his deci 
aion failed to excite great conster­ 
nation in baseball circles. Those 
who knew him merely smiled and 
advised the world to "w ait until 
next spring." 
There was a little—very little— 
fear that Klem m ight have been 
sincere In his unofficial announce­ 
ment when his signed contract was 
not among those forwarded by his 
brother arbiters to th* National 
league offices this winter. 
Turns In Contract 
Only a few days late, however, 
Heydler 
received 
the 
contract, 
signed. indicating that Klem had 
forgiven or forgotten and would be 
back on the diamond calling them 
as be saw them, when tbs season 
opened. 
There still Is a little doubt as 
to the actual cause of Klem’s 
"resignation." 
Borne thought he 
was displeased at bis failure to 
draw a world series assignment for 
the brief and decisive fall baseball 
spectacle of 1928. 
Others feel that be was chafing 
under the storm of criticism that 
heralded his famous decision In the 
Hartnett-Reese play at the Polo 
Grounds late in the season.

It is not so easy, however, 


I to ascertain the correct ratio be­ 
tween single dwellings and mul­ 
tiple dwellings. 
In a city such as 
ours the ratio of multiples would 
be higher than normal, for large 
crowds come here seasonally, and 
to them comfort is secondary to 
being cool and near the ocean. 
In the multiple zone again we 
meet the problem of owners forc­ 
ing over zoning. 
Scattered here 
and there are a large number of 
people 
who 
hope 
to 
build 
an 
apartment, or a bungalow court, 
or to sell their lots for such a use. 
If these people would all buy in 
a certain section, as they would 
have done if the city had already 
been soned, they could be accom­ 
modated in a reasonable area. But

Improperly Into a multiple zone 
they take with it a vast surplus­ 
age because entire blocks of front­ 
age must go together. 
"We find, therefore, over zoning

city proper 46.6 per cent of all 
property was used by single fam­ 
ily dwellings, and 10.5 per cent 
multiples. 
In other words actual 
usage gave single dwellings a pre­ 
ponderance of over four to one. 
Yet 59.3 per cent of all property 
waa zoned for multiples, and but 
9.5 per cent for single dwellings. 
Three-quarters of the single dwell­ 
ings property in Loa Angeles Is 
unprotected, 
and 
probably 
four 
times too much property Is zoned 
for multiples 
It Is not surprising 
then to learn that last November 
one-fourth of all the apartments 
in Los Angeles were vacant, and 
only 3.6 per cent of single family 
dwellings. 
"I have tried to show you, as 
briefly as possible, why it Is es­ 
sential 
that property values 
be 
protected. 
The benefit from such 
protection accrues not only to the 
owner, but to the entire commun­ 
ity. and makes the tax burden 
easier. 
I have also tried to show 
you the perils which arise through 
the avarice of individual property 
owners who insist that their par 
tlcular property 
be 
zoned for 
business or multiple when by so 
doing a surplus results, and con­ 
siderable financial 
loss 
will 
be 
experienced by many. 
These per­ 
ils have been encountered by the 
city planning commission of New­ 
port Beach, but thanks to the hard 
work of the members of that body 
before I became a member of it, 
and the expert guidance of Mr.

THE KEYES DEFENSE 


‘RECONSTRUCTION AND PROHIBI­ 
TION” NOT PARALLEL 


President Lowell, of Harvard, writing in the At­ 
lantic Monthly for February an article entitled "Re­ 
construction and Prohibition,*’ draws a parallel be­ 
tween the mistakes of the Reconstruction period 
following the Civil War and the mistakes, as he 
calls them, made by the Prohibitionists who have 
gone too far. 
In the former case the Reconstruc- 
tionists were finally forced to withdraw and leave 
the states to work out their own reconstruction prob­ 
lems, but not before many blunders had been com­ 
mitted. 
President Lowell has fallen into the not uncom- 
error of believing that it is a mistake to try 
to enforce a law vigorously opposed by a minority, 
regardless of the value of the law. 
**It may be assumed," he says, "that the ma­ 
jority of the American people are in favor of 
the present law; but that does not settle the 
matter. 
Perhaps the majority were in favor 
of the rigorous measures of Reconstruction, 
even at the time when President Hayes with­ 
drew the Federal troops. 
However, that may 
have been, the withdrawal was not due to a 
change in the opinion of the majority, but to 
the harm done by striving to enforce die pol­ 
icy upon a disaffected minority. 
The president of Harvard then concedes that 
prohibition has done good. “It has abolished the 
saloon; it has diminished the absence from the 
factory of workmen through drink, the waste of 
their wages on liquor, and the consequent suffer­ 
ing of their families." 
President Lowell shows a profound ignorance of 
conditions before prohibition went into effect be­ 
cause there were violations of the restrictive laws 
in those days too. 
In citing these particular goods of prohibition he 
overlooks, as do many ardent prohibitionists, a new 
argument for prohibition which has the greatest 
weight with people today and carries the convic­ 
tions of young people to whom the evils of the 
saloon are practically unknown. 
It is the danger 
of drunken automobile driving. 
There is no other country with anywhere near 
the proportion of automobiles to population that 
we have here. 
Anything but prohibition for a 
country which has roads as congested with speed­ 
ing traffic as are ours would be as impossible as 
for us to live normal lives, sending our children off 
to school and leaving our wives at home alone 
with all the inmates of all the insane asylums of 
the country turned loose. 
In such a situation we 
would be so continually haunted by horrible fears 
for our families and ouselves that we would be 
driven to desperation. 
A similar condition of hor­ 
rible fear would be prevalent with liquor easily 
obtainable, because a drunken automobile driver is 
almost as dangerous an individual to have at 
large as is a man who is criminally insane. 
Rather than such a situation, most of us would 
prefer whatever enforcement we can get and it is 
foolish to argue that because the Eighteenth amend­ 
ment has not been fully enforced it should he re­ 
pealed and something else passed which could be 
enforced, which new laws would however, as a con­ 
cession to the "drys" say the "wets," keep the 
saloon off the corner. 
The saloon, terrible as it 
was, is not the greatest menace today, though 
people who spend most of their days in the semi- 
tedusion of collegiate circles might make the error 
. of thinking so. 
Prohibition is no longer solely a 
matter of morals or even morals and economics, 
I it is a necessity for the preservation of our lives. 
I Freedom from haunting fears and actual physical 
self-protection necessitates the Eighteenth amend­ 
ment, with the best enforcement we can get. 
President Lowell calls attention to the crimes of 
I Chicago, most of which result from the warfare, 
between the bootleggers, as one of the wrongs of 
prohibition. 
The killing of bootleggers and long 
jail sentences of mothers and fathers who have 
repeatedly offended by dealing in bootleg, are get- 
| ting their full share of sympathy. 
What about our 
- boys and girls using the highways, driving back 
^ and forth to school and crossing the streets to 
I and from schools and Use newsboys delivering the 
I papers from their bicycles if they were under the 
constant menace of automobile drivers, reckless 
and crazed by liquor) 
The aim is not, as President Lowell suggests, 
to pass a law that can be enforced; it is to keep 
drunken people from endangering our lives in the 
workshops which are today filled with dangerous 
machinery, or the highways which are crowded 
with speeding and high-powered cars.

Cases against certain of the defend­ 
ants were dismissed. 
A further motion to dismiss 
others, made under the direction of Keyes, was 
denied by Judge Doran. 
During the trial which 
ensued, Judge Doran took 
occasion 
to 
severely 
reprimand Keyes for the complacent, half-hearted 
manner in which he was prosecuting the case, and 
especially for not aiding 
his 
deputy 
who 
was 
evidently floundering because of his inexperience 
and the difficulties of the task. 
All the defendants were acquitted. 
A deep 
current of disappointment and chagrin set in on 
the part of 
the public. 
An 
admitted 
gigantic 
swindle had taken place and not a single individual 
found guilty. It looked very bad, and a lot of ugly 
things were said 
and 
many 
more 
undoubtedly 
thought. 
Who was to blame, and was it possible 
that the prosecutor was 
either so 
inefficient 
or 
venal that this flouting of the law on such a 
grand scale could take place in Los Angeles and 
the perpetrators go unwhipped by justice? 
Finally there followed an indictment by 
the 
grand jury of Keyes, and others, for conspiracy 
and bribery and the defeat of justice. 
The trial 
began and overwhelming evidence of the receipt 
of large sums of cash and various valuable presents 
by the prosecutor during the investigation and the 
trial of the Julian cases was given. 
These gifts 
were traced by the evidence to some of those who 
were under investigation and on trial. 
The evidence seemed 
so 
conclusive 
that 
the 
public was set to wondering what possible defense 
there could be. 
Now the ex-prosecutor admits 
getting the cash which, he says, was a 
loan 
and 
also the radio, smoking jacket, automobiles, wrist 
watch, golf outfit, etc. 
But they were all given 
by a personal friend of the family and had no con­ 
nection with the cases on trial. 
And even though 
he met the defendants whom he was prosecuting 
in a social way, both in the 
now 
notorious 
little 
tailor shop and at dinner, he was still really using 
his utmost endeavors to convict them and send 
them to the state's prison. 
He had two reasons for going to the tailor shop 
two or three times a week, to make social calls and 
to get whiskey to drink. 
No, he says, he did not 
know where the whiskey came from but supposed 
it was prescription whiskey. 
What a mess! 
The District Attorney is the most 
powerful and responsible officer 
in 
Los 
Angeles 
County in the matter of enforcing the criminal laws. 
Th* people must look to him for the prosecution 
of aO felonies committed in the County. 
They are 
obliged to trust him. 
He decides whether crim­ 
inal complaints shall issue and if the grand jury 
indicts ^gainst his will, he is the responsible prose­ 
cuting officer and may prosecute vigorously or as 
they say in the 
street, 
“lay down on the job.” 
What a splendid opportunity to traffic in jus­ 
tice! 
What a temptation for a man whose moral 
anchors are either non-existent 
or 
wholly 
insuf­ 
ficient ! 
The man who in such a position betrays the 
people who trust him classes himself with Alci­ 
biades, Judas Iscariot, and Benedict Arnold. 
He is 
selling for thirty pieces of silver, not only his own 
honor and standing in the community, the respect 
of all men, good and bad alike, but brings shame 
and humiliation upon all members of 
his 
family. 
More than this, he puts every member of his staff 
and all succeeding District Attorneys under sus­ 
picion, which tends to make the work of honest 
men more difficult. 
lf Keyes and the others are guilty, it is to he

THE HEALTH 
The health crusaders do a noble 
work.

How ca nhealth come out of foul­ 
ness? Why do we dip the sea with 
a spoon? 
This year I watched the founda­ 
tions of a great block of apart­ 
ments laid out 
One morning a 
very excited engineer stood over a 
cool-eyed mason and screeched in 
his ear, "You’re a whole quarter 
Inch Inside the line. A whole quar­ 
ter inch. 
Move it out, move It 
out.” 
With a glance that fairly 
scorched as Ice might scorch, the 
mason lifted and set his thread­ 
like string out a quarter of an 
inch. 
So this apartment house was set 
on the last quarter Inch of Its 
plot. 
Light and air in accordance 
with the law was permitted en­ 
trance through “spacious courts.” 
"Where do the children of this 
house play?” I asked the builder.
